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fIMlK  twelve  short  months  of  the  year  195]  are  .ill  but  gone,  however,  the 
memory  of  the  events  within  them  will  continue  to  linger  with  us.   All  have 

experienced  the  hitter  and  the  sweet,  for  such  is  the  plan  of  God.    Our  comforting 

assurance  is  that  these  experiences  will  prepare  us  for  the  life  to  come,  for 
e  all  hens  to  eternal  salvation  through  the  Atonement  of  Jesus  Christ.    His 

gift  to  the  world  was  the  promise  of  immortality  to  all  mankind,  and  eternal  life 

to  those  who  would  abide  His  Celestial  laws. 

The  age-old  tradition  of  giving  during  the  Christmas  season  affords  us  an 
opportunity,  in  a  small  way,  to  repay  our  Father  in  Heaven  for  the  gift  of  His 
Only  Begotten  Son.  This  was  a  gift  inspired  by  love,  and  greatly  exceeds  the 
temporal  gifts  of  a  selfish  world.  We  would  do  well  to  follow  a  similar  pattern, 
bestowing  our  greetings  in  like  manner  during  the  Christmas  season. 

Today  neatly  arranged  displays  of  cards  and  toys  fill  the  shop  windows,  and 
colourful  advertising  is  at  an  all-time  high  for  the  festive  season.  The  true 
meaning  of  Christmas  seems  to  be  lost  by  many  as  the  mad  rush  for  ribbon  and 
tinsel  continues.  Few  stop  to  realize  that  when  the  flowers  have  wilted  and  the 
toys  have  worn  out;  when  the  sweets  have  been  eaten  and  the  new  clothes  have 
lost  their  appeal,  that  it  is  the  thought  behind  the  gift  that  really  counts. 
Certainly  it  is  the  gifts  of  thoughtfulness,  companionship,  and  genuine  interest  in 
the  ai'airs  of  others  that  will  last  throughout  the  entire  year.  Tangible  things 
pass  away,  but  the  intangible,  spiritual  gifts  remain  with  us,  and  are  appreciated 
even  more  as  the  years  pass. 

The  gift  of  a  small  child  to  its  mother  on  Christmas  Day  is  worth  more  than 
its  value  in  pounds,  shillings  and  pence.  The  fancy  paper  with  the  red  and  green 
trimming  represents  many  weeks  of  careful  planning.  Included  in  the  package 
are  many  things  that  the  people  of  the  world  would  not  be  able  to  see.  hear,  or 
touch.  The  most  important  contents  could  only  be  perceived  through  the  sense  of 
feeling  by  one  who  reciprocated  that  love  and  devotion.  The  actions  of  those  we 
hold  dear  speak  louder  than  words,  which  often  are  but  vain  promises  of  deeds 
left  undone.  Thoughts  are  greater  than  things  for  they  have  stemmed  from  a 
higher  source  and  are  not  confined  to  the  limits  of  a  physical  world. 

It  was  an  old  Chinese  sage  who  said,  "The  more  we  give  to  others,  the  more 
we  are  increased."  Sympathy,  understanding,  encouragement,  and  humour, 
when  given  away  become  even  more  firmly  woven  into  the  character  of  the 
giver.  Parents  who  take  an  additional  interest  in  the  day-to-day  activities  of 
their  children,  will  receive  added  respect  and  admiration  from  them.  Likewise, 
the  whole  family  unit  can  achieve  greater  solidarity  when  mother  and  daughter] 
father  and  son.  brother  and  sister,  have  been  successful  in  putting  this  truth  into 
daily  practice.  Gifts  of  help  and  companionship  are  easy  to  give  and  are  so 
rich  in  their  returns.

Although  Mary,  the  mother  of  Jesus,  was  privileged  to  give  birth  to  the 
Saviour  of  the  World  and  receive  that  joy  and  satisfaction,  she  also  had  to 
experience  untold  mental  anguish  and  sorrow  at  the  time  of  His  crucifixion.  Her 
reward  did  not  come  in  this  life,  nor  did  she  expect  any  recompenses.  The  great 
motivating  force  in  her  life  was  her  inner  desire  to  serve  others  and  to  assist  in 
bringing  the  great  plan  of  redemption  to  a  triumphant  conclusion. 

May  the  spirit  of  Christ-like  giving  fill  your  hearts  this  Christmas  season  that 
you  may  receive  lasting  happiness  through  knowing  that  it  is  equally  blessed  to 
give  and  to  receive.
